APIT STOP BATHROOMS

San Francisco Public Works operates the Pit Stop Program, which provides clean and safe public toilets in
San Francisco’s most impacted neighborhoods. The program utilizes both portable toilets, which are trucked
to and from the sites daily after overnight servicing at a remote location, and the semi-permanent JCDecaux
self-cleaning toilets. All the Pit Stop facilities are staffed by attendants who help ensure that the toilets are

well maintained and used for their intended purpose.
